Lady Astor, standing in the carriage, | 
made a brief talk, exchanged repartee 
with the crowd, and answered the 
hecklers. Some of her shafts were:

“You should go down on your knees 
and thank God you've got some one 
honest to represent you.” 
„Uke people's children to be treated 
as I treat my own.” 
“But for the fact that there are 
women, none of you would be here.” 
She concluded by asking: 
„How many are going to vote fe 
me? Hold up your hands!”

Men, women, and children, almost 
without exception, extended their 
hands. Then one of the photographers 
asked Lady Astor to pose aboard a fish- 
ing schooner moored à few yards away.

Charles M. Schwab, boss of the Beth- 
lehem Steel corporation, grasped the 
hand of the working man last night 
when he declared before a gathering of | 
members of the Pennsylvania club 
the Chicago Athletic association that 
the average man has not shared fairly 
in the prosperity of the United States 
during the last twenty-five years. 

While on the subject of the working 
man he appealed to the employer to be 
more “clubby ” with the employé, 
intimated the existing barrier between 
the two was one of the reasons the 

employé is so likely to desert the em- 
ployer in a labor and industria! crisis. 

“The working men cannot be fooled,” 
“He knows, by looking at 
you, what respect you have for him. 
He can tell it by your eye and by your 
Friendly contact is the only me- 
dium by which he will be made to 
realize that an honest day’s work is 
the return for an honest day’s pay 

“But I do not believe in catering to 
bolshevists, reds, and other ignor- 
amuses who have asserted themselves 
prominently in the last year.”

“Your telegram to the president pro- 
testing against the action of the gov- 
ernment on the ground that it is taken 
against your just demands for living 
wage is based on a misconception of 
the facts. The government has not 
taken sides either for or against the 
mine owners or the mine workers or 
their demands in the wage controversy. 

“The law provides that no two per- Ff, 
sons prior to the proclamation of peace . 
shall agree or arrange with each other | 
to restrict the output or supply of coal. 
The government is insisting that this 
law should be obeyed by both the mine

The government, despite peace prob-

Washington, D. C., Nov. 3.—([Spe- 
clal.]—In preparation for the study of 
the eight hour day question of the 
international labor conference, figures 
have been compiled concerning hourss 
of labor in the United States. They 
are based on a survey conducted by 
the bureau of labor statistics of 404,- 
758 employés' in twenty-eight indus- 
tries, distributed over twenty-three 
states. ** 
. The average number of hours worked 
per day by 318,946 males was 7.6. The 
average worked by 85,812 female em- 
ployés was 7.5 hours per week day. 

In the different industries the av- 
erage time worked by males varied 


. from 5.5 hours a day in tne vituminous 


coal industry, now tied up by the 
strike, to 8.7 hours in the confeetionery 
industry. | 
But wide variations were noted in 
the industries themselves. In iron and 
steel, for example, more than one- 
Ktn the workers put in twelve hours 
and more a day and another 15 per 
cent worked ten hours or more. 
Big Proportion with Short Heurs. | 
Of the entire 319,000 males embraced 
in the survey, 32,423 worked less than 
four hours à day on the average, while 
at the other extreme no fewer than 
11.676 men worked at the rate of twelve 
hours or more per day.

STROSNIDER IS

John Henry Strosnider, wanted on a 
charge of swindling Arthur J. Mitch- 
ell, 22, West Monroe street, a stock 
broker, out of $10,000, is in custody.

A seven months’ search for three 
men who committed @ $36,000 safe rob- 
bery at Kenosha and killed a policeman 
led to the arrest yesterday at Hot 
Springs, Ark., of Earl W. Loveday, 
said to be the son of well to da people 
in Kenwood, on the south side. ! 

Loveday’s photograph, the police 
say, has been identified by victims as 
that of one of the three robbers. While 
serving a sentence for burglary he 
violated his parole at Joliet last Do- 
cember. 9 

It was on March 30 that three men 
wrecked a part of the brick wall of the 
American Brass company office build- 
ing at Kenosha, tunneled to the vault, 
dynamited it, and obtained cash, jew- 
elry, and Liberty bonds to the value 
of $86,000. 

Policeman Slain in Garage. 

Then they commandeered a taxicab 
and ordered the driver to take them to 
Burlington, Wis. Needing gasoline, 
he visited a Kenosha garage. Police- 
man Anthony Pingatore was talking 
with the proprietor. Without warning 
the robbers opened fire, killing him 
instantly.
